The fall of Mukden and the 
surrender of the Nationalist 
armies in the “Corridor” 
forms one of the most 1m- 
portant turning points in 
China's civil war. By ‘this 
dramatic triumph, the Com- 
munists have accomplished 
the first part of their - pro- 
“ramme, the total occupation 
of Manchuria, 
the rapid debacle of the last 
few weeks, indicating the 
camplete- collapse of the 
morale of the Nationalist 
armies, the second stage, the 
occupation of North China, 
is not likely to be long delay- 
ed. The return of the Gen- 
eralissimo to Nanking 
coupled with rumours that 
Peiping is to be declared an 
open city, whatever that may 
mean, offers a clear sugges- 
tion that little. resistance 
is likely 
by the Communist armies if 
their leaders decide to push 
on to Peiping and Tientsin. 
In any conflict, the fighting 
| spirit of Fu Tso-yi would be

Be- 
cnuse some doctors believed 
sulphur fumes from the Amer- 
lean Steel and \ Wire Company 
may have caused the deaths of 
aged persons, the Company shut 
down its zinc smelting plant to- 
day, 

At Harrisburg, the Governor 
(Mr. James Duff) ordered a 
thorough investigztion to find out 
whether the disnster could have 
been ‘averted. Investigators from 
the Stnte Department of Public 
dealth arrived on the scene this 
morning and began mnaking tests 
of the alr and of the bodles. 


Worse Expected 


The fog lifted somewhat When 
a breeze sprang up after mid- 
night, but later today blankets 
of mist again began rolling in 
from the Mononghaln River and 
even denser fog is expected to 
close in tonight, 

Tests are to be made tomorrow 
by the Washington County Coro- 
ner's offee on on sample of blood
